Nellie Matteson, of Spokane, Wash., 
Mrs. Jennio George, of Atlantic, Iowa, 
W alter Scott, who was killed in a wreck 
at Dower Lake a few years ago, Emory 
Scott, of Minneapolis, and Win. Scott,of 
this city. 
Mrs. Scott died in this city 
on May 7, 1885. 
On Nov. 20, 18S7, he 
was married to Mrs. Ann 
Lemon, at 
Waverly, Iowa, who survives to 
mourn 
him. 
Mr. Scott and family removed from 
Illinois to Bremer county, Iowa, and in 
1870 removed to Brainerd whore he has 
since resided. 
During almost this en­ 
tiro time he has been an employe of 
tho N orthern Pacific, boing for many 
years in the store house at the shops. 
He was a man well spoken of by all who 
knew him.

SOO ASKS CHARTER 


Railroad Asks for Charter to Cross the 


Mississippi in Morrison County, 


Near Royalton 


Friday s Minneapolis Journal 
con­ 
tains a lengthy account of the applica­ 
tion for a charter by tho Soo line to 
cross tho Mississippi river in Morrison 
county. 
This is taken by th at paper as 
evidence that the Soo intends to havo a 
line of its own into D uluth beforo the 
harvest of 1907 is ready for the market. 
The article says: 
“It is understood th at tho Soo will 
start its new line from Brooten, east of 
Cilenwood, on tho main line from Min­ 
neapolis, crossing the river at Royalton 
below Little Falls, through Lawrence 
on Mille Lacs, meeting the G reat N orth­ 
ern at Barnum and connecting with the 
Duluth, South Shore & Atlantic tracks 
outside of Duluth. 
“This plan is said to have been fa 
vored by E. Pennington, general m an­ 
ager of the road, for a long time as the 
one way out of the difficuties which 
have beset the system for years in get­ 
ting its grain into Duluth, and coal out. 
The plan met with favor among the peo­ 
ple of North Dakota and Minnesota at 
once, as the solution of car congestion 
on the Soo system. 
“Although Mr. Pennington did not 
confirm tho story th at the Soo will build 
the D uluth line, he said today that tho 
company is locating a line from some 
point east of Glenwood to D uluth, but 
that it m ight not be built. 
The con 
struction of the proposed route depends 
on conditions. 
He said th a t the line is 
about 185 miles long and will penetrate 
a good country containing a lot of hard­ 
wood and other commodities. 
I t was 
intimated by Mr. Pennington that the 
Soo will practically be forced to take the 
bull by the horns and adopt some such 
effective measure to avoid traffic diffi 
culties which havo been met with in 
other ways up to date.”

W. ll. Ballett, deputy surveyor of 
Cass county, was in tho city today on 
his way home from the state mooting of 
engineers and surveyors. 
Ho states 
th at the convention made several recoin 
inundations to the legislature which 
they wish made into law. 
The first 
recommendation is th at before pram 
tieing tho profession every surveyor be 
compelled to pass an examination be 
fore a commission to consist of two 
civil engineers appointed by the gov­ 
ernor and tho principal of tho engineer 
ing departm ent of tho University of 
Minnesota. 


T h e society also recommended tho 
establishment of a stone crushing plant 
at tho state reformatory at St. <'loud, 
the work to lie done by the inmates, the 
product to be furnished free f. a. b., St.
